A Los Angeles Banker Said to be 
One of His Victims.  . 


The Madera Bank Cnts Clear of the John 
Brown Colony and Finds a Backer 
in the Pacific Bank of San 
Francisco, 


By Telegraph to The Times: 


San Francisco, Nov. 13.—[By the 
Associated Press.] Cashier McDonald 


of the Pacific Bank said, today, regard- 
ing the Bank of Madera and e John 
Brown Colony, in Fresno county, that 
the Madera Bank had been reorganized, 
and is now distinct from any connection 
with the colony. 


“The reorganization’ of the Madera 
Bank occurred about six weeks 4go,” 
he said, ‘‘and it is now ona safe finan- 
cial footing, with assets and a... 
balancing at $100.000. The bank was 
organized and the John Brown Colony 
Was started by W. F. Baird and John 
Brown about three years ago. The col- 
ony consists of 30,000 acres of good 
land, and thére are about 3800 set- 
tlers on it. Baird and Brown _ put 
in’ a great deal 6f money into the 
cultivation of the colony, and we were 
finally obliged, owing to overdrafts on 
the Pacific bank, and in order to pro- 
tect our interests to make an investi- 
gation. We found a number of irregu- 
larities due to the close connection be- 
tween the bank and colony, but nothing 
of a sensational character, and we se- 
cured ourselves by having the over- 
drafts turned into bills receivable, and 
securing an interest in the colony. The 
bank is now re-organized with Return 
Roberts, a wealthy capitalist of Ma- 
dera, as president, and its connection 
with the colony having ceased, po fur- 
ther complications need ensye. 

‘*The colony lands are valuable, and 
have been well improved, and we do 
not intend that the settlers shall suffer 
any loss by reason of any transaction 
between the bank of Madera and the 
Pacific bank cents the operation of 
Baird.’’ 

MApera, Noy. 13.—W. F. Baird for- 
merly lived in Streator, Ill., and it has 
been reported that he was counected 


but from persons here intimately ac- 
quainted with Baird during his resi- 
dence in Streator, his reputation is re- 
ported as above suspicion. His connec- 
tion with the J. G. Wilson Bank asa 
cierk, was previous to that bank’s fail- 
ure. 7 


MORE ABOUT BAIRD’S METHODS. 

FRrEsNo, Nov. 13.—The rascally trans- 
actions of FBaird, late vice-president 
and cashier of the Bank of Madera, con- 
tinue to come to light. While there 
was originally about 880 shares of a 
bank stock issued, there has already 
been presented over 1000 shares of 
fraudulent stock. The overissue is 
held in this city, Los Angeles and by the 
Pacific Bank in San Francisco. 

‘Maj. Bonebrake of Los Angeles holds 
$11,000 worth of notes ‘hypothecated 
with his bank, and several notes have 
been found which Baird raised from 
$10 to $1000 and $15 to $1500. 

The Consolidated Bank of Elsinore 
may yet suffer seriously on account of 
Baird’s rascality. 

BAIRD ARRESTED. 

San Francisco, Nov. 13.—W.F. Baird 
was tonight arrested at the Palace 
Hotel on telegraphic orders from Ma- 
dera. The charge is forgery. Baird 
refuses to talk on the subject.

Mayor Washburne Says They Must be 
Suppressed or Foreigners Will 
be Afraid to Come to the 
World's Fair.

Cuicaao, Nov. 13-—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| Seventeen alleged An- 
archists arrested at last night's meet- 
ing were arraizned in a justice’s court 
this morning. The complainst against 
them charge some with resisting an 
oflicer, others with carrying concealed 
weapons and others with disorderly 
conduct. Several .police officers were 
examined and their evidence was prac- 
tically the same as the ~— of last 
night's arrest. 

In the afternoon the examination of 
the defendants began. Only four of 
them were got through with before ad- 
journment. The line of defense isto 
prove that the meeting last night had 
connection ‘with: any Anarchistic 
movement whatever, being merely a 
regular business meeting of the Social- 
ist Publication Company. 

This evening a bill was filed in the 
Circuit Court by Thomas Grief to re- 
strain the mayor or police from enter- 
ing upon his ‘premises or interfering 
with any meetings held in his hall. 
The case will come uptomorrow. Both 
Mayor Washburne and Chief McClaughry 
adwance the beliefthat the ebject of ghe 
meeting last night was not to commit 
any direct acts of violence, but to keep 
up an anarchistic agitation,to convince 
foreigners that Chicago will not be a 
safe place to come to in the World’s 
Fair year. 

Mayor Washburne said that these 
incendiary utterances must be stopped 
for they are likely to do Chicago in cal- 
tuable injury. giving the city a bad 
reputation and possibly keeping mil- 
lions of capital away, besides seriously 
damaging the World's’ Fair. The 
Mayor said his policy would be to sup- 
press with a firm hand all meetings 
held to advocate Anarchistic principles. 
The Anarchists, he said, made remarks 
in their speeches recently which justi- 
fies the conclusions he has drawn. 
They all hate Chicago and cry for re- 
venge on it because of the execution of 
their leaders here four years ago.

Grande do Sul has been so far com- 
pletely successful. In a fight in which 
5000 men were engaged, it is reported 
that the government troops, under Gen. 
Isadore Gonales were defeated and the 
insurgent cavalry started to move to- 
ward the north. 

“It is also reported that Gov. Cas- 
tilho of Rio Grande do Sul has decided 
to join the insurrectionary movement. 
The revolutionists claim that the dic- 
tator is so sick he finds it impossible to 
continue the campaign with any degree 
of activity. 

‘These statements are evidently made 
by enemies of Da Fonseca. however, 
for the news comes from Rio de Janeiro 
that he is displaying great energy in 
efforts to crush the revolt. He is 
massing troops and preparing warships 
for an early attack on the revolution- 
ists. He has applied to the govern- 
ment of Uruguay for permission to 
allow the passage of troops through 
that country in order to reach the 
scene of the uprising in Rio Grande do 
Sul. Uruguay, it ig said, has granted 
the permission 1equested. 
now involves all the towns of the State 
with the exception of Porto Alegro. 
Of the entire navy. only the gunboat 
Camoen has taken up the cause of the 
revolution. The balance of the navy 
has remained faithful to Da Fonseca. 
In all probability there will be a crisis 
before the end of next week, for it is 
expected the forces sent by the dictator 
will reach the border of the State by 
that time.”’ 

Rro pe JANEIRO, Nov. 13.—An official 
telegram received today from Porto 
says that Senhor Castilho, 
Governor of Rio Grande do Sul has been 
deposed from office and the provisional 
government isadministering the affairs 
of that province. Senhor Castilho al- 
wavs remained loyal to Da Fonseca and 
a few days ago the dictator dispatched 
anumber of gun-boats and transports 
filled with troopste his assistance. _ 

Lonpon, Nov. 13.—The Daily Tele- 
graph this morning publishes a Rio de 
Janeiro telegram, which is regarded as 
trustworthy, saying that the Governor 
and Provincial Assembly of Grao Para 
oppose the coup d@’ etat of President Da 
Fonseca. 

The Santiago correspondent of the 
Times says: advices are re- 
ceived frm Rio Grande do Sul to the 
effect that the garrison at San-Gabriel 
and Yage have revolted against the dic- 
tatorship of Da Fonseca.’ 

A later telegram says that in Rio 
Grande do Sul opposition to Da Fonseca 
is triumphing almost wholly throughout 
the province without serious fighting. 

Rio Janeiro, Nov. 13.—Official an- 
nouncement is made that Gov. Castilho 
of Rio Grande do Sul has resigned. His 
resignation was,requested by Da Fon- 
seca. It is believed his sympathies 
were with the insurgents. Complete 
quiet obtains here’*now. Business is 
generally resumed and affairs are ap- 
parently in pretty much the same shape 
as before the declaration of the dicta- 
torship by President Da Fonseca. 

Paris, Nov. 13.—An official telegram 
was received in this city today from 
Rio Janeiro regarding the Brazilian 
diplomatic service and condition of the 
finances of the country. The dispatch 
states that all legations hitherto estab- 
lished in various European and other 
countries will be maintained. Relative 
to the financial situation in Brazil the 


.dispatch says that all conditions are ex- 


tremely satisfactory to the authorities.

Collins, the president, and S. G. Haver- 
male, one of the best known directors, 
is very great, and the _ people 
believe that between them and the 
many friends of the embarrassed insti- 
tution everything will be brought 
around all right, There was nothing in 
the nature of a run on any of the other 
banks during the day and the result is 
that the public mind is compartively at 
ease. 

During the night a special train ar- 
rived from Los Angeles with a large 
supply of coin with which to fortify the 
banks here. The presidents of tHree 
Ios Angeles banks were in the city all 
day investigating local banks and the 
situation generally. They pronounced 
all three institutions in a perfectly 
sound condition, and they went north 
this evening confident that nothing 
further will happen to serionsly compli- 
cate the situation. It is certain beyond 
any doubt that the depositors will not 
lose a dollar. 

Bank Examiner W. H.Chamberlain ar- 
rived this morning and will begin an in- 
vestigation tomorrow.

The Atlantic and Pacific steamship 
line was formed in New York by a com- 
bination between the well-known firm 
of shipowners, T. Hogan & Sons, and 
the Saginaw Ste} Steamship Company. 
Each of these firms contributed two 
steamers to the line, the Messrs Hogan 
owning the Mineola and Montauk, 
and the Saginaw Company the Kewee- 
naw and Mackinaw. It will proba- 
bly be remembered by our readers that 
some time ago the illustrated papers 
contained accounts of two vessels which 
were built on the lakes, in sections, and 
towed to deep water through the canal 
where the sections were joined. These 
vessels were ‘the Keweenaw and Mack- 
inaw, of 2000 tons each. The.Min- 
eola and Montauk are English-built 
ships of the very latest model, with ca- 
pacities of 3000 tonseach, and were 
transferred to the American flag by 
special act of Congress. 

The Keweenaw left New York for 
the Pacific Coast on the 19th of July, 
but, by an unfortunate circumstance, 
was set against a rock by the current 
while at anchor in the Straits of Magel- 
lan, which resulted in the breaking of 
her propelier and neceséitated her be- 
ing towed to Valparaiso: for repairs, 
from which port she will continue her 
voyage on the 12th of this month, and 
is due to arrive here shortly after the 
Ist of December. 

The long delay at Valparaiso was due. 
to the lack of inadequate facilities for 
making the necessary repairs, and to 
the fact that it was finally found that 
the cargo would have to be discharged 
in order to place the vessel on the dry 
dock. 

It is a peculiarly unfortunate 
stance that the first vessel of the new 
line should have cometo grief, although 
the accident in no way reflects on the 
seaworthiness of the steamer. 

The second steamer, the Mineola, 
sailed from New York August 18, and 
made the run to San Djego in 61 days, 
delivering her cargo for Southern Cali-

The Mineola brought a full cargo, of 
which Los Angeles ‘merchants had a 
good share, the whelesale hardware 
houses taking advantage of the very 
attractive rates ‘offered, which were 
about one-half of what the railroads 
charge.

After some time had 
elapsed, the General rose hastily from 
the table, pushed the paper on which he 
had been writing carelessly over among 
some loose scraps, as though, having 
served his purpose, he was done with it 
forever, and walking over. to the win- 
dow, gazed intently at the moon and 
stars shining through the majestic elms. 
One af his companions, with a pardon- 
able curiosity, and, as the result proved, 
a’' commendable one, anxious’ to see 
what.had s0 engaged the General while 
writing, took up the paper, and on 
it was written ‘‘Antony and Cleopatra.”’ 
That gentleman was the lamented Wil- 
liam W. Fosdick, the poet-laureate of 
the West, who, with the departed

That party which 
unmistakably declares for the prohi- 
bition of strong drink in the political 
platforms of 1892 is the only one 
that can hope for the good will, good 
words and prayer of the Woman’s 
Christian Temperance Union. We 
nailed that banner to the mast in 1884, 
and ‘‘sink or swim, live or die, survive 
or perish,’’ we will keep it waving.

The application now, at the end 
of the irrigation season, is what is 
needed to give the trees a surplus of 
nourishment, and get the rest incorpo- 
rated in the soil. forming a part thereof 
before next season's irrigation com- 
mences so that there will be as smal! 
portion ef it as possible leached out of 
the soil with the waste water from ir- 
rigating. Andsois it of importance 
that it be uséd before heavy winter 
rains come that would wash the best 
part of it (the soluble part) away. If 
put on now there isa good chance for | 
cultivation. and thorough mixing with 
the’soil before it gets thoroughly satu- 
rated with water.

Discovery of Another Wide-

A Popular Government and Not the 
Czar’s Death Its Object.

Lonpon, Nov. 183.—{By Cableand As- 
sociated Press.]. Some surprise was’ 
pressed in this city upon the receipt of 
a dispatch today announcing that extra- 
ordinary activity is being displayed by 
the Russian government in connection 
with the internal disturbances in the 
empire. It was thought at first that the 
rovernment’s action was due to trouble 
arising from the scarcity of food in many 
districts of Russia, asfor some days past 
dispatches have been received depicting 
the terrible sufferings of the starving 
peasants, Many acts of lawlessness 
have been committed by men rendered 
desperate by the pangs of hunger, and 
the statement made that the marshals of 
the nobility would be held to strict ac- 
countability for any political disturb- 
ances intheir districts, was taken to 
mean that the starving peasants and

A dispatch received this evening, 
however, puts all speculation to flight. 
A short time agoit came to the knowl- 
edge of the police that a conspiracy 
was under way. While the secretary 
was pursuing his investigations in St. 
Petersburg, the police found that the 
conspirators in that city were only part 
of a numerous band, the headquarters 
They 
learned also that the conspirators had 
been very active in securing adherents 
to their plan, and that the conspiracy 
had ramifications which spread to all 
the principal parts of the empire. The 
object of the conspiracy, unlike a ma- 
jorityof plots discovered in Russia, was 
not to kill the Czar, but was the organ- 
ization of a movement having for its 
end the creation of a representative as- 
sembly—an object which has been the 
dream of many years.

His Mysterious _ Disappearance 
Still Unaccounted For. 


He Has Certainly Been Missing Since 
duly 23.

Thursday- has the following additional 
details about the Hendry disappearance, 
an account of which was published in 
Tus Times Thursday morning: 

In the Chronicle of Tuesday was told the 
story of the mysterious disappearance from 
thiscity of Thomas Hendry, ex-factor of 
the Hudson Bay Company at Victoria, B. C. 
Yesterday a morning paper published an 
interview with Mrs. Hendry, in which she 
denied that her husband had disappeared, 
and said that she knew where he was. 
After a careful inquiry the Chronicle has 
learned from thoroughly reliable sources 
that Thomas Hendry is certainly missing, 
and has been ever since July 23. There 
are also some miaterial and interesting 
facts in the case which have not heretotore 
been published, 

Hendry was inthe employ of the Hudson 
Bay Company at Winnipeg for several 
years, and married there. About eighteen 
months ago he removed to Victoria, B. C., 
where he acted as first factor of the same 
company. He.gave up his position and 
came to San Francisco in the early part of 
this year, Mrs. Hendry accompanying him. 
He brought with himsome $8000 or $9000, 
partly coin and party in bank notes. The 
couple occupied apartments in the Whittier 
House, No. 214 Powell street, and Mr. 
Hendry sought acceptable employment in 
this city, but unsuccessfully. 

Early in July Hendry left for Southern 
California, hoping to find a good business 
opening there. He took with him a satchel 
containing between $4000 and $6000 in

He 
replied that he knew nothing of Hendry’s 
whereabouts since he left the house on July 
23. 
Glass of Los Angeles, Mrs. Hendry herself 
went to that city,and took rooms at the 
Natick House. Chief Glass set detectives 
to work, and all means were exhausted to 
find some trace of the missing man, but 
without result, Inquiries at the real estate 
and railway ticket offices, and among the 
railway conductors proved equally fruit- 
‘Yess,’ At the Natick House Mrs. Hendry was 
imsormed that her husband had attracted 
atten. by his nervous actions with ref- 
fo. the satchel containing his money. 
He carried it with him everywhere except 
to his meals, and even then he wonld choose 
a seat from which he could keep a close 
watch upon his bedroom door. | 

Mrs. Hendry returned to San Francisco 
after a week's. search in Los Angeles. 
Since then she has applied to many fortune- 
tellers, mediums and astrologers in this 
city and Oakland for assistance in her 
search, and hasspent much of her little 
store of money in this way. 

All along she h@s taken every possible 
precaution to’ prevent the publication of 
the fact of her husband's strange disap. 
pearance. / 

Mr. Hendry is described as being about 
six feet in height, well built, with very 
square shoulders, fair hair, blue eyes and 
light mustache. He’speaks,with a slight 
Scotch accent, andis rather inclined to be 
taciturn. 

vonald Ross ot Ross & Hewlett, No. 300 
Davis street, was seen yesterday about the 
case. He wasreluctanttospeak, but finaliy 
stated that he knew and had known for 
some time the facts as here stated. Mr. 
Ross says Hendry’s habits and character 
wereexcellent. He thinks the man may be 
suffering froma temporary aberration of 
mind, owing to sunstroke that. may have 
been caused by the unusually hot weather 
when he was in Los Angeles. 

Other theories are that Hendry may have 
been murdered for the money he carried, 
or, disgusted with his lack of success in ob- 
taining employment. he may have wan- 
dered off to begin life anew, not wishing to 
'return to his friends unless successfyl. 
Then the theory of suicide also seems to 
some of.the missing man’s friends to be 
admissible.

Santa Barbara county's grand jury for 
1891 has fulfilled the mission of the aver- 
age jury in such cases made and provided. 
This body of men was brought together 
from all parts of the county, several of 
them from over the mountains. They 
were seriously and solemnly sworn in, 
heard some excellent instructions from 
Superior Judge Cope. had a good social 
time, rode out to the county hospital, vis- 
ited the several county offices, wrote out 
quite a literary report praising almost 
everybody and everything, and adjourned 
and went home. 

The jurors occupied the greater part of 
three whole days in behalf of good order, 
and in the interest: of the tax-payers of 
this county. 


Their report, so far as it relates to the

INSPECTING POSTOFFICES.

I think he gives very 
poor excuses for trying to get possession 
of allthe water.”’ 

Oliver Youngs, whois a member of the 
Citizen’s Executive Committee, said: 
‘While he pretends in his letter to be 
guarding the interests of the people of the 
Pomona valley, I really think he is at work 
for the Pomona Land and Water Company, 
and B.S. Nicholsin particular. I have no 
faith in his statement that he has the inter- 
est of the people at heart.”’ 

H. L. Armstrong, who owns land in the 
district of the clouded lands, but “who had 
a quit-claim at $5 an acre, said: ‘I don't 
think that he has made it any better. I 
think he had better have kept his letter at 
home, for he has admitted that he got into 
the wrong box.’

New Yors, Oct. 19.—-Since the death of 
young Francis S. Saltus there have been 
published two volumes of his poetry, which 


His poetic quality is admitted, but it is felt 
that his was an untrained, undisciplined 
genius, and that his compositions reveai 
something of thet -misfortune which 
brought about his epriy death. Saltus 
Was a marvel to those who knew him. He 
was utterly unlike his brother, Edgar, who 
has won fame—although not the most 
meritorious sort—as a writer of romances. 
Edgar Saltus is a dapper, handsome little 
fellow, of erect carriage, dignifled manner, 
and possessing sufficient self respect. to 
preserve him from temptations to which 


his brother succumbed. | 


Francis Saitus, in the latter years of his 
life, revealed his complete yielding to ap- 
petites which shortened his career. There 
was still the suggestion of manly and 
poetic beauty in his countenance, and his 
manner had acharm which even his mis- 
fortune could not overcome, but he was 
careless in his dress and he grew cross and 
morose, so that it was no pleasure for 
those who knew him in his bettet days to 
meet him. FTortified with stimulante, he 
used to spend the entire duy in his place of 
retiremént in the country writing sonnets, 


poems were written while under such 
stimulation. 

His career suggests in some respects that 
of Edgar A. Poe, whose misfortune left no 
blemish on his works, although it cut short 
his career. Francis Saltus’ most devoted 
friend and tender nurse was his father, 
and the old gentleman spends now almost 
all of his waking hours in going over his 
son’s manuscripts, in selecting those which 
he desires to have preserved, and it is 
through his devotion that the two volumes 
of poems are already published,

* Mr. Saltus, the father, is about to build 
& monument to his son which is probably 


without parallel. For five or-six months 
he has been engaged in negotiations 
which will lead to the publishing of a very 
remarkable book. In looking over his 
son’s manuscripts Mr. Saltus discovered a 
number of poem’s written in other than 
the English Janguage. One indication of 
young Saltus’ genius was the facility with 
which he acquired a foreign tongue. He 
spoke six languages well, and could read 
and write in many others. His father 
found that he had written various poems 
in various tongues and dialects, and after 
submitting them to scholars twenty-three 
of them were pronounced to be in different 
European and Continental tongues. What 
the poetic merit of them is, of course an 
English speaking critic cannot determine. 

Mr. Saltus, Sr., determined to preserve 
these poems, and in a unique manner. He 
has therefore entered into a contract with 
a French publisher to publish twenty-five 
copies of a book containing these twenty: 
three poems, each in the languagein which 
young Saltus wrote it. Each poem is to 
be illustrated by a hand painting upon the 
margin of the page, and the book is to be 
bound after the manner in which the 
Parisian bookbinders exeel. 

The expense of such an rndertaking as 
this is very great. Each book will cost 
$750, and the total expense will be some- 
thing like $16,000. Mr. Saltus does not in- 
tend to sell these books. They are all to be 

resented to the personal friends of young 
Saltus as a MmOnUMeNDt to his ability and a 
memorial of him. The work will require 
some six months to. complete, and Mr. 
Saltus, Sr., will spend the winter in Paris 
60 that he may superintend it. 

Aside from this memorial Mr. Saltus ex- 
pects to have another which all men who 
desire can see erected in the Sleepy Mollow 
cemetery at Tarrytown, where young Sal- 
tns lies buried. ‘This will be one of the 
most remarkable specimens of rural archi- 
tecture ip this country. It is to bea veri- 
table monument. The designs have been 
accepted and the sculptors are already at 
work uponit. It will cost something like 
$15,000. Meanwhile Mr. Saltus has em- 
ployed a florist whose business it is to keep 
the grave of young Saltus constantly cov- 
ered with flowers at all seasons, so that 
either in winter or summer the resting 
place of this zifted but erratic genius may 
be distinguisbed by a Hteral covering of 
flowers.

Spofford, the support of her family de- 
volved upon her, through the death of her 
fatuer aud the illness of her mother. She 
lived then as she does pow in this town. 
By working fifteen hours a day writing 
stories for tae Boston papers she managed 
to keep the wolf from the door. These 
stories have uvever been collected or ac- 
knowledged. in 1859 she had her first suc- 
cess. She sent astory of Parisian life to 
The Atlantic Monthly, then edited by | 
James Russell Lowell. 


Mr. Lowell was afraid to use “In a Cel- 
lar,”’ as he was of the opinion that it was 
a translation from the French. When he 
was convinced of its originality it was pub- | 
lisned, and Misa Prescott’s reputation was 
established. Thereafter she was a wel- 
come contributor _to the chief periodicals

A Man Once Prominent in Public Affairs 


Who Is Now a Recluse. 

Mason Augustus Walton, of Maine, has 
been farmer, lumberman, traveler, editor, 
campaign orator and rather intimate 
friend of several prominent men, yet he 
is now known as the “‘Hermit of Bond’s 
Hill,” near Gloucester, Mass. He is no 
hermit, however, and not, strictly speak- 


ing, a recluse, for he has many occasional 
visitors, and among them Governor Ruas- 
sell is an honored gnest. Mr. Walton 
went to live in the woods to regain his 
health, and in doing so became so attached 
to the place that he remains. 

He was born in Oldtown, Me., some 
fifty-three years ago, married young and 
had a family: but his wife and children 
died early, aud for many years he lived a 
rather unsettled life in the west. He re 
turned to Maize about the time the panic 
of 1873 bronght the money question into 
prominence, and after a study of the situ- 
ation withdrew from the Republican 
party and became a Greenbacker. 

His life for some years thereafter was 
quite active. He spoke, wrote and de 
bated, holding at one time a joint discus- 
sion with Senator Hamlin. He then es- 
tablished, and for awhile edited, a Green- 
back paper in Bangor, and had much todo 
with electing Ladd to congress over Bou- 
telie. He took an active part in the But- 
ler campaign also, but in the meantime 
his health failed and he was threatened 
with consumption. After trying various 
devices, he finally located in the woods, 
where he still lives. 

His cabia is about six feet by four, and is 
for sleeping purposes chiefly, as the recluse 
spends most of his time in the open air, 
and in summer he isin his tent much of 
the time. He has made aspecial study of 
the habits of birds, and his publications 
thereon are read with much interest. He 
has acquired a great liking for Governor 
Russell, in their many tramps together. 
One of his discoveries in natural history is — 
that the crows are divided into clans, and 
each clan employs scouts to report by ar- 
ranged notes on the safest regions to feed. 


Dwarfs of the Atlas Mountains. 

Every now and then some traveler is wel- 
comed back by the civilized world and 
treats it toanethnologic surprise. That 
adventurous Englishman, Mr. Haliburton, 
arrived in London recently, and lateron 
read before the oriental congress a fasci- 
nating account of his experiences with a 
hitherto unfamiliar people. It seems that 
in the Atlas mountains, only a few hun- 
dred miles from the Mediterraneen, there 
is a raceof dwarfs under four feet high, 
who are regarded with such superstitious 
awe by the Moors that for thirty centuries 
their existence was kept a profound secret. 
Some of them, however, have apparently 
knocked about the world at odd times as 
smiths, tinkers, acrobats and practicers of 
the light gypsy crafts, but they have 
always avoided towns where Europeans 
are. They shave their faces; they are not 
good Mohammedans; some say they are. 
Christians, and some that they worship 
“Didoo Isiri.”’ 

It is possible, suggests The Pall Mall 
Budget, to connect a branch of them with 
the troglodytes of Herodotus, and to iden- 
tify another with some dwarfs represented 
on the monuments of the fourth dynasty 
of the Pharaohs. Somewhereinthe bowels 
of Mount Atlas they seem to have run in 
prebistoric times the Birmingham of the 
bronze age. There are all kinds of stories 
about them, to say nothing of the oddest 
fact of all—thbat the surrounding peoples 
decline to repeat the stories. These dwart 
races, whether in Central Africa or else- 
where, are no doubt responsible for many 
of the legends about trolls, which in some 


form or another are found all over the 
world.

THE COHN CONTEST, 


Taking of Testimony - Resufned. 
Judge Clark. 
The Deposition of Mrs. E. A. Helmeth 
of San Francisco, ~ 
Detailed Account of the Relations 
Between Cohn and Delphina. 


‘The Deposition of Mike Stack Also Rut in 
‘Evidence—His Version of the Dis- 
appearance of the Mar- 
riage Contract. 


In Department Two yesterday the 
trial of the contest over the estate of 
Bernard Cohn, deceased, was resumed 
before Judge Clark, 

Befodre proceeding with the casé R. 
A. Ling, Esq., announced that D, P. 
Hatch, Esq., had been associatiated 
with counsel for the contestants, and 
an order to that effect was entered by 
direction of the Court. , 

Attorney Ling then offered the depo- 
sition of Mrs. E. ' Helmeth, which 
had been taken in San Francisco, in 
evidence, and upon its admission pro- 
ceeded to read it. 

-Mrs. Helmeth’s testimony was to the 
effect that she first knew Delphina in 
1872, when she lived on New High 
street with her mother and two broth- 
ers. Cohn came to live with her at 
this time, and on one occasion gave her 


$1000 in, gold with which to furnish’ 


the house,and witness accompanied her 
when she selected the furniture. Wit- 
ness was present when Bernard was 
born.: Cohn wasvat the house at 6 
o’clock in the evening, but .left. He 
returned in the morning and was 
pleased with the boy. He gave Del- 
phina $100 with which to buy baby 
clothes for the boy. He named the 
boy after himself. There were present 
a midwife and a nursey and he paid all 
expenses. 

On March 18, 1873, the child was 
baptized. ‘The ceremony was performed 
by. a priest, and in the Catholic faith. 
There was a supper at the house on the 
occasion, and Cohn discussed with the 
priest the boy; said he was a healthy 
fellow, and that he was proud of him. 
He had previously acknowledged the 
boy as his. He bought him a watch 
and chain, and often bought him clothes 
as he grew older. When he became a 
youth he sent him to Woodbury’s col- 
lege in this city, and always acted as 
his father. 

Witness frequently received money 
from Cohn while: in San Francisco to 
purchase underclothing for Delphina, 
which she sent to her. 

She was present at the birth of one or 
two other children. When Marcus Leo 
another child, died, Cohn purchased a 
lot in the Catholic cemetery, and it was 
buried there. In 1878, he bought a 
ge for Delphina, and paid $500 for 
it. Two hundred dollars of this was 


cash, the balance paid in 


He bought. her jewelry, a diamond 


and ring. When Rosilina, a girl ¢ 


was born, Cohn in Sacra 

He came from there to San Francisco 
to ask witness ifshe had heard any- 
thing of how the matter turned out. 
Delphina wore a locket that had Cohn’s 
picture init. After living some years 
on New High street, Cohn bought a 
house for Delphina to live in, on the 
plaza. It had to be repaired once, and 
he paid for the repairs. 

They were married by contract on 
December 23, 1885. Cohn showed her 
the contract and she readit. It was in 
his handwriting. She was familiar 
with it. It was signed by Cohn, by Del- 
phina and by J. A. Domingo, as witness. 
She could remember some of the con- 
tents of the paper, notall. The wit- 
ness recited what she knew. It was 
drawn with some legal finish, in a very 
positive fashion, stating that to remove 
taint from the children of Delphina, 
who were all his children, he acknowl- 
edged them to be his and Delphina to 
be his wife. 

Some time after she was told by Cohn 
that the contract had been lost, but he 
stated that he had made a will and that 
he had provided for Delphina and her 
children therein. She did not see the 
will. 

The witness also testiffed that in 
1876 a newspaper called the Jolly 
Giant published an article, picturing 
the two families, 


the other as the ‘‘Jew’’ family. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 

Upon reconvening for the afternoon 
session at 2 o’clock p.m. R. A. Ling, 
Esq., announced that his client had in- 
formed him that Casper Cohn had in- 
sulted her just before she left the court- 
room for the noon recess, and Judge} 
Clark sternly remarked thatif such was 


the case he would deal severely with [ 


the offender. Young Cohn, however, 
disclaimed any intention of insulting 
the fair contestant, and the matter. was 
dropped. 

The deposition of Mike Stack, who f 
was formerly in Cohn’s employ as a 
coachman, was then read. The witness 


testified to the effect that he was em- 


ployed by Cohn both before and after 
his marriage with Delphina, 
curred on December 23, 1885. Cohn 
himself told of the event, and showed 
witness the contract. His employer 
had frequently told him of his intention 
to marry Delphina as soon as he could, 
prior to that. He then told of Cohn’s 


visits to Delphina’s house, and his ac- 


tions there, all of which tended to show 
that he ate, slept and resided there | 


as the head of the household. The wit- | 


ness further stated thatin May, 1889, 
about five months before his death, 
Cohn met him in front of the Pico 
House, and told him to go and get the 
contract from a drawerin a bureau at 
the house on Sainsevain street. and to 
bring ittohim. He did so, but said 
nothing about it to Delphina at the 
time as Cohn told him not to do so. 
After Cohn’s death, however, his con- 
science smote him, and he told her all 
about it. 

James T. Courtney and his wife, 
Juana, who resided on Amelia streét in 
1885 and’ 1886, and were well ac- 
quainted with Delphina, testified as to 
their having seen Cohn at the latter's 
house, and that Delphina and her five 


| phildren always went by the (name of 


Cohn. The deceased always spoke of 
the children as his, and treated them as 
a father,..correcting them when they 
did, wrong, and appearing to be fond of 
them at all times. 

Mrs. Courtney was an especially good 
witness, as she had frequently worked 
for Delphina, and knew exactly the con- 
, dition of affairs that existed between 
them. 

At 4:30 o’clock court adjourned for 
the day, the case being continued until 
morning next.

RAILROAD AFFAIRS, 


The San Francisco Traffie Asso- 
ciation at Work, 


Strong Talk About Another Trans- . 

continental Line. 

The Rio Ggande Western Headed for 
the Coast. 


General Manager Dodge Says the Plans 
Are Already Outlined—Increase in 
Southern Pacific Employees 
—Notes and Personals. 


An old Los Angeles railroad man, in 
the person of William Luce, who was 
with the Southerfi Pacific Company in 
this city for a number of years and is 
well and favorably known throughont 
Southern California, is a candidate be- 
fore the Executive Committee of the 
Merchants’ Traffic Association, now in 
session in San Francisco, for traffic 
manager, andJjit is believed that he has 
a fair show of success. In the Chron- 
icle of Thursday is the following report 
of the proceedings: 

The Executive Committee of the Mer- 
chants’ Traffic Association held a well-at- 
tended meeting yesterday. Congratulations 
were excharige on the success of the move- 
ment thus far. the committeemen being 
particularly well pleased with the report 
that there had been no actual refusal of the 
merchants to sign the roll, although some 
had asked for time to consider the matter. 
There was further discussion of the qves- 
tion of who shall be trafic manager. The 
names of H. E. Wickes, George Ristine, W. 
A. Bissell, L. D. Leeds, William Luce, Ed- 
ward Vernon and W. H. Sears are among 
those now before the committee. 

‘It was decided to make the temporary of- 
fice of the association at the store of Moore, 
Haynes & Co,, No, 12 Front street. Next 
week a permanent office may be opened, a 
Market-street location béing favored. The 
members decided that It was not necessary 
to have a traffic manager for the present, as 
there. would be nothing to which he could 
turn his immediate attention. 

A NEW ROAD TO SAN FRANCISCO, 

The San Francisco Examiner of 
Thursday contains the following special 
dispatch from Denver: 

That the Rio Grande Western has under 
consideration plans to extend the line to 
the Pacific Coast is practically admitted, . 
and General Manager Dodge today declared 
that the line would,in the near future, 
build to San Francisco, for he said: We do 
not intend stopping at Salt Lake.’ 

Col. Dodge said: ‘I told General Mana- 
ger Towne of the Southern Pacific some 
time ago that we intended to build to San 
Franctsco."' 

“Has the company surveyed a route to 
San Francisco?’ was asked. 

“Yes;.that route was sarveyed to the 
Sierra Mountains. It has not been settled 
yet that the Tintic branch will be on the 
main line. The distanee to San Francisco 
will be about the same as the Southern Pa- 
cific—832 miles.’’ 

“Where will the Western cross the 
Sierraa?’’ 

“That Icannot tell. We have three or 
four places in mind where we can get 
across the range on an easy grade. There 
will bé some heavy work on the grade 
along the entire line. The Southern passes 
throogh the Hamboldt Valley a distance of 
300 miles where it was the cheapest rafl- 
road work that I know of—just like build- 
ing down the Platte.”* 

“Will the Western build through the 
Humboldt Valley 

‘No, there is not buisiness enough there, 
we want to get into new territory.’’ 

“Itis reported that the San Francisco 
people are offering the Western extra in. © 
ducements to build to the coast; is this re. 
port true;"’ 

Instead of answering the question the 
Colonel laughed, and changed the conversa- 
tion to another subject. 

D. C. Dodge is one of the foremost among ° 
executive railway men ofthe country. He 
was the practical head of the Rio Grande 
during the famous fight for the Grand 
Cafion, and in the time of its most rapid de. 
velopment. Since the Rio Grand Western 
becama a separate organization it has been 
under hiscare. 

The Rio Grande Western extends from 
Grand Junction, Colo., to Salt Lake and 
Ogden. The Rio Grande proper reaches to 
Grand Junction, and so does the Midland, a 
line originating at Colorado Springs, but 
useing joint trackage with the Rio Grande 
between Denver and Colorado Springs. It . 
is controlled by the Santa Fé. Thus a 
senger may now leave Denver for San Fran. 
cisco by eitherthe Rio Grande, Midland or 
Union Pacific, although obliged to transfer 
to the Rio Grande Western at Grand Junc- 
tion if taking the first or second. 

It is readily understood at present that 
whatever road a passenger takes from the 
East makes but little difference to the 
Southern Pacific, because this side of Og- 
den its monopoly has been unassailable, and 
yet when such men as D. C. Dodge says that 
they intend to build to the Coast itis be- 
lieved.that they will accomplish their de- 
sign. 

Its success would make an independent 
line between San Francisco and Denver, 
East of which point a passenger could have 
the choice of several routes to the Missouri 
river, leaving the Southern and Union Pa- 
cifics altogether out of consideration, The 
new thoroughfare would be more direct 
than the present, while every one of the 
roads constituting it, in solidity and quality 
of rolling stock, fully equals the old trans- 
continental line. 

‘General Manager A. Towhe of the 
Southern Pacific, when interviewed by 
an Examiner reporter, denied having 
any remembrance of a conversation 
with Col. Dodge of, the Rio Grande 
Western about the westward extension 
While of the 
opinion that one of the eastern roads 
will lay its track to this city, he ex- | 
presses the belief that it will not be ac- 
complished for a long time yet to come.

An Ordinance 
ToPromote the Horticultural Interests of 
Los Angeles County, California. 


HE BOARD OF SUPERVISORS OF THE 
county of Los Angeles do ordain as 
follows: 

SECTION 1. No person or persons, corpora- 
tion or corporations, either as owner. 
agent, factor. broker, servant or eng 
shall bring for delivery, or cause to be 
brought for delivery, into Los Angeles 
county, Calfornia, from any place or places 
without said county, any trees, plants, vines, 
shrubs, scions; cuttings, or grafts without 

ving written notice of their arrival at 

eir destination. within twenty-four hours 
thereafter'to the horticultural commission 
of said county, or tothe local inspector of the 
district into which the same are so brought: 
norshall either of the persons or parties 
above named remove or use, or cause the 
removal of the same from the place of their 
arrival at their destination, until inspected 
as hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 2. On receiving the notification men- 
tioned in section i hereof, the horticultural 
commission, or local inspector receiving the 
same, shallas soon thereafter as practica- 
ble. carefully inspect the articles relative to 
which said notice was served. 

SEc. 3) Any person or persons within the 
county of Los angers? who shall ship or 
bring. or cause to be shipped or broughtinto 
Los Angeles county, California, any trees, 
vines, scions, cuttings, grafts, shrubs, or 
plants; shall have placed upon or securely 
attached to each box, package. or separate 


arcel of such articles, a Distinct Mark or. 


abel showing the name of the Owner, Agent 
or Shipper; the nameof the Grower, and the 
Place Where Grown. 

Src. 4. Itshall be the duty of the county 
horticultural commission to enforce the 
provisions of this ordinance, and for such 
ol pen it may make such rules and regula- 

ions as in its judgment is necessary to 
make such ordinance effective. 

Sec. 5. Any person violating any ofthe 
provisions of this ordinance shall bs guiltv 
of a misdemeanor, and on conviction thereof 
shall be punished by imprisonment in the 
county jail not lessthan five days nor more 
than six months, or by a fine of not less than 
five dollars, nor more than five hundred 
dollars, or by both such fine and imprison- 


ment. 

A judgment that the defendant pay a fine 
may also qjrect that he be imprisoned until 
the fine be satisfied, specifying the extent of 
imprisonment, which must not exceed one 
a 4 for every dollar of the fine. 

Ec. 6. An ordinance entitled “An ordi- 
nance with excerpts from State laws con- 
cerning horticultural interests” passed by 
the board of supervisors of Los Angeles 
county, California, on March 13, 1890, and all 
ordinances or parts of ordinances in con- 
flict with the provisions of this ordinance 
are hereby repealed.

Santa Barpara, Nov. . 11.—[Special 
Correspondence of Tar Times.| The 
great West! I have heard of it, Ihave 
read of it, and now I am seeing it, and 
since seeing is believing, I am sure 
this great section of our country is 
well named. To note the progress and 
development of this wide western coun- 
try is quite enongh to cause old Daniel 
Webster to rise from his grave and re- 
tract every sentence of the great 
speech he made at one time in the 
Senate in opposition to governmental 
aid in the developmeut of, the West. 
Behold, the prophet Daniel should 
come to judgment an offer an apology. 
A review of the perfect revelation I 
have beheld on a trip to this lovely sec- 
tion of our common country may be of 
some interest to your readers. Leav- 
ing Nashville, Tenn., last Sunday 
night, two weeks ago, lawoke the next 
morning in St. Louis. The beautiful 
October dav spent in that om gg 
an 
added somewhat to my admiration and 
impression of the place. A_ ride 
through the residence avenues of the 
city reveals the palatial homes of 
princes of wealth. I went out near 
noon for a stroll through Forest Park, a 
lovely piece of nature’s handiwork, and 
a most appropriate ‘place to ¢ommune 
with nature's God, while with the 
breath of the gentle October breezes 
the golden leaves shimmered in the sun- 
light as they fellto the embrace of old_ 
mother earth. Returning to the city 
on a swift cable car I was beginning to 
think that truth would compel me to 
write that I hadn't seen a really beauti- 
ful woman in St. Louis, but in theafter- 
noon they were out on ‘‘dress parade,”’ 
crowding the shopping thoroughfares 
queens of beauty and figures of fashion. 
I left this great western metropolis that 
night, and the following morning 
reached enterprising Kansas City. Half 
a day stop-over there gave me some 
idea of tha progress of the place, and 
1 found that Kansas City was thoroughly

sign ‘too let” 
large plate 


appeared 
glass windows 
of handsome buildings, yet there 
is an air of newness about the 
whole city that is refreshing, and her 
hilly streets are climbed by a fine sys- 
tem of cable cars and a hustling, busy 
people. At Kansas City I boarded the 
elegant Pullman sleeper, Mariposa, 
which landed me safely ‘‘at the ferry” 
across from San Francisco. 

Leaving Kansas City we were soon 
rolling over the plains and farm lands 
of Kansas, the home of the whiskered 
Peffer, Sockless Simpson and the brill- 
iant ‘Statesman without a job.’’ Look- 
ing from the windows on either side 
there appeared no obstruction tothe 
view save the far-distant horizon. The 
wide, wide-world of plains which thirty 
years ago were ploughed by the mad- 
dened buffalo are now cultivated fields 
andthe lowing herds of cattle wind 
over them. To a mountaineer 
like mvself, this ‘‘peering into 
the immensity of space’’ 1s not 
altogether devoid of interest. It 


‘bringstothe mind the grandeur and 


greatness of our country and swells with 
pride the heart of the patriotic Ameri- 
can citizen. This leads me to inquire 
why it is that so many Americans visit 
the old world before they haveseen this 
wonderful new world of ours. We had 
traversed Kansas, when, cutting 
through the southeastern corner of Col- 
orado, I awoke in the early morning to 
find that the monotony of the plains 


- was being broken by our approach to 


‘papoose 


the Rocky Mountains, and a double 
team of ‘‘iron horses’? was pulling us 
over the rugged range. Bleak and bar- 
ren as were these mountains, they ap- 
peared to us as a_ veritable 
oasis in the desert. Numbers of 
high peaks in the distance, shroud- 
ed gin thin, white clouds, which 
the early morning sun had as yet been 
unable to dissipate, looked like huge 
ghosts as they reared their bare heads 
heavenward. Soon we were ‘‘over the 
mountain,’’ and traversing the desolate 
plains of New Mexico. On Thursday 
morning I was awakened by the con- 
ductor to view an ancient curiosity, the 
quaint indian village of Laguna. As I 
ldoked out the window the level rays of 
the rising sun fell upon the adobe huts, 
whose copper-colored inhabitants 
moved about on the outside. The lazy 
wrrrior, ‘‘wrapped in the solitude of his 
own originality,’’ indeed. save but for a 
blanket, the faithful squaw with her 
strapped to her back, 
the half - grown offspring 
looked wildly at the passing 
train. At every station along the 
route through New Mexico these Indians 


and 


are met with, offering to the passengers 
fruit and their curiosities. To test their 
knowledge of English I engaged one of 
them in conversation and found that he 
knew nothing but ‘fi cent’? as he 
offered you (shame on his brother in 
white) two large bunches of grapes and 
peaches, etc., in proportion. Finding 
that l had forgot my knowledge of the 
Indian language I propounded in Ger- 
man the following question ‘Wie ist 
Deine Gesundheit?” Lo, the poor In- 
dian, with a puzzled expression hesitat- 
ingly answered ‘‘ticent.’’ To my ques- 
tion as to the name of the station we 
were then stopping at, he again re- 
plied “fi cent."’ I came to the conclu- 
sion that my Indian knew just five 
cents worth of English, Even to the 
white settlers I could see that these 
primitive Americans were objects of 
curiosity. Tome they were objects of 
pity as well, clothed scantily as they 
were, and their sad, careworn faces 
telling you how they had suffered the 
losses of horses and lands, ' 

All day Thursday We traveled on 
through a wide waste of desolation in 
pursuit of the setting sun, but alas. the 
curtain of night was rung down upon 
another day, and We were near The 
Needles on the border-line between Ari- 
zona and California. - My attention 
here was attracted by a sign. Which 
feed: ‘Subscribe for ‘the Needles Eve. 
Nis Always Open.’ I had just thena 
desire for the firsttime in my life to 


go through the eve of a needle 
but could tind none about. The 
great Mojave. desert consumed 


our.time all of the next day. “The trav- 
eler finds little of interest through this 
wide waste of dead nature. and must 
resort to his books and periodicals and 
an occasional embrace of Morpheus to 
pass away the time.
